The  Duke  puts  the  wig  instead  of  the  basin  of  Mam- 
irino  on  his  cause,  and  enters  it  on  the  King’s  Bench  lists. 

Is  he  possessed  of  a  devil  ?  We  hope  not;  but  we  know  him  to  be 
wssesed  of  a  devil  of  an  Attoriiey-General.  The  case  is,  in  our 
opinion,  one  of  delirium  from  Scarletina.  Has  not  his  Grace  the  wit 
0  see  how  that  disease  in  their  system  is  bringing  them,  one  after 
taother,  to  the  blush  ?  They  have  taken  a  cocatrice  into  the  nest,  and 
i  is  bewraying  them, — instigating  thena  to  nastiness  for  the  exposure 
if  their  shame.

It  it  possible  that 
an  0  has  dropped  out  of  the  last  word,"  and  that  this  proposition, 
which  appears  sublime,  but  heathenish,  may  h'a^  been,  in  truth,  of  a 
very  moderate  homeliness  of  expression,  and  only  raised  to  classical 
grandeur  by  the  inadvertence  of  the  printer.  And  here  we  should 
pause  to  consider  the  dangerously-nice  properties  of  that  letter  o, 
which  is  nought  in  arithmetic  and  everything  in  poetry;  but  the  subject 
is  of  a  magnitude  for  a  book.  Marmontel’s  most  inconvenient 
enmity  was  referable  to  his  omitting  an  o  in  a  quotation — Pourquoi,** 
said  his  anxious  but  angry  friend,  **  Mais,  pourquoi  oter  son  o”? 
We  suspect,  however,  that  in  this  instance,  as  in  some  others  of  the 
restoration  of  ciphers,  our  restoring  the  o  would  prove,  instead  of 
emendation,  a  derangement  of  the  text.  Our  truly  Protestant  con¬ 
temporary  too  probably  wrote,  that  the  Duke’s  fame  had  been  as  dear 
to  him  as  his  household  Gods,  though  we,  in  one  sense,  should  have 
preferred  Goods.  For  goods  are  dear  to  us  in  respect  of  what  they 
have  cost  us,  which  is  also  the  case  with  regard  to  the  Duke’s  fame, 
purchased  at  an  expense  of  much  blood  and  treasure.  In  the  other 
sense,  we  should  decline  the  adoption  of  the  position,  for  when  we 
consider  our  household  Goods,  we  find  them  so  cup-boarded  in  our 
hearts,  that  the  breaking  of  a  cracked  saucer  would  concern  us  more 
closely  than  all  the  clatter  the  Morning  Journal  is  making  with  the 
Duke’s  fame.  Fames  wliich,  as  the’  phrase  goes,  “  are  here  to-day 
and  gone  to-morrow,”  are  not  much  worth  regarding,  and  public 
characters  of  so  fugitive  a  sort  are  of  less  price  than  private  crockery. 
Accuracy  of  representation  should  be  more  observed.  We  are  a 
people  sorely  beset  with  figures,  and  our  seme  is  swallowed  up  in 
metaphor.  Satan  must  be  a  very  fine  speaker,  and  eminently  fit  to 
lead  the  House  of  Commons,  or  to  write  for  an  eloquent  Print.'  *  An 
Editor,  charged  with  libelling  the  Duke  of  Wellington,  urges  that 
his  fame  has  been  as  dear  to  him  as  his  household  Gods — what  a 
painful  ambiguity  is  here?  Has  one  thing  been  rated  by  another 
non-existent?  Or  do  the  Editors  of  the  Morning  Journal  rejoice  in 
household  Gods,  and  if  so,  in  what  degree  of  honour  or  regard  are 
they  held?  If  not,'  how  dear  was  the  Duke’s  fame?  We  resist  the 
temptation  to  pun  on  the  word  Penates,  for  our  object  is  really  a 
serious  one,  namely,  to  illustrate  the  folly  of  prosecuting  a  Paper  lllce 
the  Morning  Journal,  which,  seduced  by  its  eloquence,  says  more  in 
almost  every  sentence  than  any  creature,  whose  opinion  is  worth  "a 
rush,  can  suppose  it  means.  We  have  quoted  a  specimen  in  brief  of 
its  flighty  extravagance.  Nothing  can  be  more  absurd  than  an  inii^ 
nuation  of  the  Minister’s  having  a  design  on  the  Crown,  except  tho 
proceeding  of  prosecuting  for  it.  By  throwing  out  such  idle  notions, 
a  writer  is  only  likely  to  risk  his  own  character  for  sanity.  After  the 
Duke  had  grasped  the  moon,  and'  basely  aqd  feloniously  set  it  up  in 
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their  intelligence  through  oihcr  channels  than  those  thronirf, 
people  denre  theirs.* — Chronicle  of  Mondajf,  which  oiber 

On  Tuesday,  having  reinforced  iUelf  with  some 
rawfl  ^  Bul/ttin  tie,  ScUneet,  M  de  Stiiel  Holstein, 
Trtmestneile,  in  battery  against  us,  it  took  the  field  with 
confidence,  and  having  formed  with  leaded  corps  of  observri  ^ 
the  flanks  of  the  quotations,  it  charged  us  with  a  column  and  a  hln^r 
pica  and  minion,  and  carried  the  French  schools  at  the  point  of  111 
pen.

of  the  question,  and  we  yet  stand  upon  the  ground  of  the  suMricr 
intelligence  of  the  French  commonalty,  albeit  the  CAro/iic/e  reroarketh- 

‘  fVe  know  not  how  our  eontemporari;  arrived  at  thh  condution  i« 
to  the  intelligence  of  the  French  commoiiahy,  meaning  by  coinmoi»sltf\}ic 
body  of  the  people.  If  they  are  more  intelligent  than  other  jieoplf,  tkra 
must  have  ways  of  obtaining  intelligence  peculiar  to  themelm.  It 
does  not  follow  that  a  person  is  intelligent  because  he  can  read  asd 
write ;  but  we  believe  it  has  generally  been  understood,  that  a  persou  wb 
cannot  write  or  read  can  hardly  be  deemed  very  intelligent.  Now  a  fsr 
greater  proportion  of  the  French  are  in  the  predicament  of  being  unac¬ 
quainted  with  letters  than  any  of  their  neighbours.*  ^ 

The  means  by  which  we  arrived  at  the  conclusion  are  about  the 
most  extraordinary  that  can  be  conceived,  and  we  are  not  in  thelei  t 
degree  surprised  at  our  contemporary’s  declared  ignorance  of  ibfir 
nature.  The  truth  was  not  imparted  to  us  in  a  vision  of  the  nijht, 
nor  revealed  by  signs  from  the  heavens,  but  by  the  wonderful  an-l 
unimaginable  process  of  sojourning  some  space  m  the  country,  and 
observing  the  people  w  ith  our  outward  eyes  and  inw.ird  underst.ind- 
ings.  Such  being  the  strange  fact,  well  might  the  C7iro«iV/r  s ly,  “  We 
know  not  how  our  contemporary  arrived  at  this  conclusion,”  for  in 
truth  we  travelled  to  it,  and  the  Diligence  of  the  Messagerie  asskrd 
us,  as  the  diligence  of  our  controversialist's  reading  lus  forwarded  Lia 
on  his  tours. 

The  inconceivably  odd  mode  of  personal  observation  then  lei  us  to 
infer  that  the  French  lower  orders  were  more  generally  inbiliceut 
than  our  corresponding  classes,  and  the  ojiinion  of  many  able  writer* 
corroborated  our  individual  impression.  Lord  Kidon  useil  los^iyifiil 
he  never  laid  much  stress  on  a  case  or  decision,  for  remarkeil  hf, 

‘‘  when  1  see  one  bay-window,  I  am  pretty  sure  there  is  anotlier  to 
match  it  on  the  other  side.”

But  we  don’t  fight  ihe  barber  wiili  razors,  and  b)  no 
means  desire  to  have  the  whole  Chronicle  library,  dust  ani  all,  br"ii;  l 
down  on  our  heads.  In  a  word,  we  wish  to  finish  the  couiroiersy 
before  we  die.

Revolution  broke  up  the  prejudices  by  which  other  people  are  n 
in,  and  also  set  afloat  ideas  of  things  and  positions  of  enli^b!ecm^^» 
which  have  become  as  familiar  among  Frenchmen  of  all  oriers  as 
air  they  breathe.  This  statement  will  not  surprise  the  ^'“***’*^^^ 
Chronicle,  who  h  aware  that  there  mav  exist  a  knowledge  w  xc'’ 


may  be.  He  may,  for  aught  we  know,  be  capable  of  aspiring  to  aovereign 
power  in  some  of  the  small  states  in  South  Ametica  ;  but  at  to  being 
King  of  England,  that  it  entirely  out  of  the  qnettioa.  We  never  dreamt 
of  thia  exaltation.  We  never  even  Jiinted  at  h  in  jest.  Good  CM!  the 
Duke,  King?— No,  no,— -there  ia  mettle  enough  in  ruined  England  to  tave 
it  front  aueh  eternal  disgrace.* 

There  is  nothing  in  MufiPHEY*f  Quidnunc  richer  than  this,  and  it  is 
surely  matter  more  meet  for  pleasantry  than  (>rosecution.  Such  rants 
have  precisely  the  force  of  the  mock-heroic,  and  to  deal  with  them 
s'erioutly  is  to  commit  a  grots  and  disreputable  absurdity.* 

To  confess  the  truth,  we  are  somewhat  jealous,  somewhat  in  the 
mood  of  the  Court-lady  passed  over  in  a  lampoon.  We  do  think  that 
a  certain  article  of  ours,  ^representing  the  Duke  of  Wellington  as 
confining  the  King  in  a  coal-cellar  under  Windsor  Castle,  was  as  much 
entitled  to  the  honours  of  a  prosecution  as  the  matter  of  accusation 
vamped  up  against  the  Morning  Journal,  We  shall  not  patiently 
submit,  however,  to  this  neglect ;  and  we  have  serious  thoughts  of 
exposing  Mr  Peel’s  designs  for  seizing  on  the  Sovereignty  of  New 
South  Wales,  and  proclaiming  himself  Robert  the  First,  by  the  Grace 
of  Mercury,  King  of  Australasia,  Duke  of  Diemao’s  Land,  Prince  of 
Swan  River,  and  Defender  of  the  “  Nimining  Lay.*’*  It  is  not 
unknown  to  us,  that  Mr  Thomas  Peel  shipped  a  cargo  of  rebels, 
with  arms,  ammunition,  and  a  red  cow  educated  to  swallow  the 
Governor. 

Will  that  do,  Sir  James? 

Since  we  wrote  the  above,  we  have  seen  a  paragraph  from  which  it 
would  appear  that  the  Duke  of  Wellington  had  extended  his  pro¬ 
secutions  to  the  Standard,  If  the  powers  of  argument  were  only  to  be 
resisted  by  the  punishment  of  the  Law,  there  might  be  more  of  apology 
for  ihTs  prosecution  than  for  that  of  the  Morning  Journal^  but  the  vice 
is  the  same  in  both  cases,  and  it  only  wears  a  greater  show  of  folly  in 
llie  former  one.  Tlie  Standard  is  not  a  paper  of  mere  declamation  ; 
its  informing  mind  is  manifestly  one  of  very  considerable  knowledge, 
finished  scholastic  accomplishments,  and  practised  dialectical  skill. 
Its  opinions  lie  poles  asunder  from  our  own  on  almost  every  point 
capable  of  discussion,  but  we  are  convinced  the  cause  of  truth  will 
be  eventually  served  by  the  workings  of  such  an  agent,  even  in  that  of 
error.  The  Standard  has  obtained  authority  with  a  class  which  has 
long  mistaken  dogmatizing  and  phrasing  for  argument,  and  if  it  fami¬ 
liarizes,  as  we  think  it  must,  these  persons  with  the  modes  and  forms 
of  reasonings  it  will  accomplish  one  of  themost  diflicult  steps  in  public 
instruction,  and  prepare  the  way  for  the  reception  of  truth.  To  spread 
the  Invader’s  langnaee  in  an  enemy’s  country  is  an  ancient  and  ap¬ 
proved  policy,  and  the  Standard  is  rendering  that  service  by  making 
the  tongue  of  reason  known  to  the  magpie  faction  which  chatters 
“  Cliurch  and  King.” 

Tlie  prosecution  of  the  Mornbig  Journal  we  regarded  as  an  infatua¬ 
tion,  but  the  further  prosecution  of  the  Standard  would  lead  us  to  infer 
the  commencement  of  a  systematic  attempt  upon  the  liberty  of  the 
press.  It  is  enough  for  alarm  that  we  see  these  indications  in  the 
Allorney-Geiieralsbip  of  Scarlett.  Should  the  worst  conjecture  be 
realized,  we  know  where  to  look  for  our  disguised  enemies,  and  we 
will  denounce  them  before  they  have  the  opportunity  of  achieving 
one  itrolce  of  treachery  under  the  congenial  cloak  of  hypocrisy.  There 
are  among  the  Whigs  some  few  false  men  who  would  secretly  delight 
in  an  attack  upon  the  press,  and  who  would  favour  its  success  with 
all  their  address.  They  would  go  any  sly  and  sinister  lengtiis  to  blot 
out  the  wholesome  light  that  has  at  once  extinguished  their  poor  phos-  j 
phone  shining,  and  exposed  the  parent  corruption.

of  any  in  the  world,**  as  our  Contemporary  fays  they  are,  there  could  be  no 
fr®m  nnifcnal  auffnige,  it  being  unqueatJonably  for  the  interest  of 
air  that  there  should  be  no  misgovemment.  But,  notwithstanding  this 
I K>sf lively j^on^ must  he  forgiven  for  entertaining  doubts  on  the  sub- 
jeet.  if  iliey  be  ihe  most  intelligent,  they  roust  obtain

i  'We  have  said  enough,  we  think,  to  satisfy  our  contemporary  that 
Ujtfver  may  be  thought  of  our  doubts  as  to  the  expediency  of  universal 
huTfi'^e,  his  own  assertions  are  more  objectionable.* 

It  hat  satisfied  us  of  nothing  of  that  kind,  but  it  has  undoubtedly 
iVi^what  unnecessarily  added  to  the  roauy  evidences  already  known  to 
ki  of  the  conceit  of  pedantry. 

A  HOBBY. 

It  is  as  instructive  as  droll  to  observe  what  tricks  the  bobbies  of  sen- 
ihlc  men  will  pUy  with  their  understandings.  A  writer  in  a  Morning 
Paper  has  conceived  a  principle  of  much  soundness,  the  advantage  of 
^[  C?r!ration  in  colonization.  He  takes  a  glance  at  the  United  States, 
Wl  observing  that  their  society  is  not  close  packed,  that  men  are  not 
f-vsrd  away  like  herrings  in  a  barrel,  heads  and  tails  together,  but  on 
lie  contrary,  that  they  ran  out  of  their  parcels,  and  spread  themselves 
]vos“,oreven  fly  about  like  parched  peas,  he  is  straiglitway  filled  with 
t-c  most  gloomy  tl^oughls  of  a  country  possessed  of  so  erratic  a  spirit, 
Oil  with  such  wide  scope  for  its  expatiatico.  Uplifting  his  voice,  he 
Uentfore  laments  aloud  in  this  fashion : — 


obligations  to  the  wisdom  of  our  ancestors,  and  heaven  knows  hovr 
greatly  our  gratitude  exceeds  their  claims ;  but  to  the  sufferings  of  our 
ancestors  we  are  indubitably  indebted  for  many  of  the  most  pictu<< 
resque  ohjejcts  in  our  country.  Oppression  is  a  thing  of  very  romantic 
results,  however  inconvenient  at  the  time  of  performance.  Expe¬ 
rience  has  so  satisfied  the  popular  mind  of  the  truth  that  grandeur 
comes  of  mischief,  that  all  the  finest  natural  phenomena  of  the  land 
are  referred  to  the  Devil.  Thus  we  have  the  Devil's  Dyke  near 
Urigliton,  the  Devil’s  Runch-bowl  in  Hampshire,  the  Devil's  Night¬ 
cap,  a  curiosity  in  Dorsetshire, — he  threw  away  his  ntght-cap  on 
forswearing  sleep,  into  which  he  had  been  too  profoundly  plunged  by 
a  Bishop's  sermon  ;  the  vow  of  wakefulness  is,  we  grieve  to  say,  the‘ 
only  oath  he  has  religiously  observed  :  there  is  also  the  Devil's  Peak 
in  Derbyshire,  and  we  have  his  rolling  stones,  and  divers  other  play¬ 
things  and  little  sports  in  other  places.  Next  to  the  Devil's  works 
of  grandeur  and  curiosity,  come  those  of  the  Ciiurch  and  Aristocracyf 
cathedrals,  castles,  &c.  objects  excellent  to  look  at  now,  but  which 
had  their  inconveniences  in  their  lime. 

The  absence  of  such  decorations  in  a  country  it  exceedingly  to  be 
deplored,  because  they  are  had  at  the  cost  of  past  pain,  which  in  no 
wise  concerns  us,  except  in  the  interest  belonging  to  the  relation  of 
it,  and  its  fitness  for  dramas,  poems,  and  that  grand  object  on  which 
we  cannot  sufficiently  insist,  the  enriching  the  page  of  history. 
People  present  are  as  little  fond  of  enriching  the  page  of  history  as, 
that  of  tlie  Newgate  Calendar,  but  they  enormously  delight  ia  tha 
performance  of  that  end  by  their  ancestorsf

COURT  MARTIAL  UPON  CAPT.  DICKINSON, 
SATuaoxY,  SxpT.  12 — SixTBSMTu  Day.— Co»ixiW«e«^r  Rees^  of  the 
Dock'jard,  Malta,  described  the  repairs  required  bjr  the  Qsstoa  at  Malta* 
He  had  known  Captain  Dickinson  tor  15  years,  and  he  was  an  Officer  wba; 
hud  risen  entirely  from  his  own  merits.  Of  the  three  ships,  the 
Albion,  and  Genoa,  the  greatest  damage  from  the  battle  bad  been  rs ceived, 
by  the  former.  Before  coming  to  many  repairs  had  bean  eflTeclad, 

on  board  the  Genoa,  and  those  of  tha  mainaust  were  remarkably  weUdoof,. 

Capt*  Robinson  spoke  in  the  bigUcst  terme  of  the  exeitiooa  of  the  erew'* 
of  the  Genoa  to  re&t  her  after  tbe  battle.  Captaio  Dickinson's  condnet, 
he  said,  both  before  and  after  the  battle,  was  that  of  a  cealoiif  oMeari, 
nothing  was  left  omlone  on  his  part  io  furibering  iba  servioe.  He  thovilht 
tbe  Orssoa  bad  received  more  damage  than  the  Asia  or  the  Akhism*  A. 
marble  shot  from  the  enemy  had  siruak  her,  which  lulled  eeveral  bm,  mul 
•pliniera  of  the  shot  caam  on  the  lower  deck,  li  was  owing  to  this  that , 
the  G^noa  bad  opened  her  ire  again. 

LieuL  Sturt,  of  the  Genoa,  deposed  that  on  the  evening  aftar  tha  haUlSp, 
Captain  Dickinson,  be  beard,  went  on  board  the  Asist  on  Ms  rstura  he 
examined  the  coadiUon  of  tbe  Genoa,  and  ordered  witoass  to  go  on  board, 
the  Asia,  and  report  that  tbe  Genoa  was  in  such  a  damaged  stat^  sha^ 
could  not  leave  tne  harbour  that  night.  He  did  so,  and  reported  it  person-, 
ally  to  either  Captain  Uaynet  or  the  Officer  of  tha  Watch.  After  he  bad,

iibi  M  lietter  employed.  Hie  attention  was  then  caHed  away,  and  he  did 
mlibear^  Uny  fdrther  eonreraition.  Witneee  took  the  Vice«Admiral  back 
Utfko  and  wbile  deecendfng,  he  heard  him  expreee  hie  ap^irobalion 
clt'^^o  gallant  manner  the  Genoa  had  maintained  the  fine  poeition  the  had 
taken  np;  fler  olfieen  and  men  were  moet  aealous  ki  their  exertions  to 
refit  the.ehip;  aod  Capt.  Diokinaoo’e  conduct  during  and  after  the  battle 
deearred  tbe  biglieet  eenimeodation. 

Smiih  apoke  io  the  higbeat  terme  of  the  conductor  tbe  officers 
and  crew  of  the.  Genoa.  Witness  had  nothing  whaterer  to  do  with  making 
ihe  return  of  killed  and  wounded ;  neither  did  he  know  anything,  directly 
or  indirectly,  of  the  preparation  of  the  paper  called  the  Round  Robin ;  until 
he  taw  it  on  the  quarter-deck,  he  had  not  heard  of  its  existence.  He  saw 
Sir  E.  Codrington  at  the  Admiralty,  and  asked  him  for  his  assistance  to  get 
tbe  other  step;  when  the  Vi'^e- Admiral  told  him  that  he  was  noton  the 
moat  friendly  terms  with  the  Admiralty,  and  that  he  should  not  even  ask 
them  to  make  bis  son,  whose  eerlificate  he  had  lodged.  He  also  spoke 
ol  the  error  in  the  return  of  Capi.  Bathurst’s  death ;  when  witness  said, 
*ltis  true.  Sir,  be  was  not  kill^  ;  he  was  mortally  wounded,  and  virtu¬ 
ally  (dead  from  the  nmmeot  be  fell.*  Witness  bad  been  under  Sir  E. 
Codrington’s  orders  from  March  1828,  to  July,  and  had  never  heard  the 
dbbduot  pf  the  Genoa  in  battle  impugned.  She  did  not  fire  after  the  battle 
tras  over,  but  in  consequence  of  (he  resumption  of  the  fire  of  her  opponent. 
'There  was  no  delay  in  the  refitting  of  the  Genoa  ;  and  when  spoken  to 
about  haring  assistance.  Witness  replied  that  they  did  not  require  any. 
Soma  man  were  sent  on  board,  but  the  Genoa  would  have  been  as  soon 
roady  without  them. 

Silly,  carpaoler  of  the  Genoa,  testified  that  about  75  shot  had 
iiruck  Iba  bull  of  the  Genoa,  exclusive  of  grape;  25  shot  had  struck  the 
mainroost,  and  about  seven  went  through  it ;  the  mizen-inast  appeared 
tbpltarad  almost  to  pieces.  The  mainmast  was  secured  three  days  afcer 
the  battlci  and  great  exertions  were  made  to  refit  the  vessel. 

Monday— Seventeenth  Day.— At  the  meeting  of  the  Court  this 
taoruing,  Mr  Mincbin  tendered  a  medical  certificate  on  the  part  of  Captain 
Dickiason,  attesting  the  fact  of  his  illness  from  cold  and  fever,  and  his  con- 
■oquept  inability  to  attend  this  day.  The  Court  was  cleared  for  about  an 
bour,  when,  on  the  re-admission  of  strangers,  the  Assistant-Surgeon  of  his 
Majesty's  ship  Victory  was  deposing  to  his  having  seen  Capt.  Dickinson, 
ulhb  eoold  not  safely  expose  himself  to  the  weather  this  day.  He 
bought  probably  that  he  could  attend  to-morrow,  to  which  time  (Re  Court 
aiyourncd. 

MTubsuaY— EfonTBUNTH  Day. — ^The  carpenter  of  the  Genoa  resumed 
bte  uvhlance  this  morning.  He  said,  they  had  no  assistance  in  refitting 
befond  Ihetr  own  carpenters,  who  were  constantly  employed  :  tbe  work 
WAS  efibstively  performed,  and  it  was  utterly  impossible  to  execute  it  in  a 
abulier  period.  His  own  exertions  were  so  great,  that  he  was  obliged  to 
gsfi  surgical  aidf  and  was  bled.  On  the  evening  of  the  battle,  all  (he  neces- 
sari  filtp*  were  taken  to  secure  tbe  mizen-mast. 

Cant*  Gickimon  said,  he  had  no  more  witnesses  to  call,  and  he  left  his 
caw  in  the  bands  of  the  Court,  relying  upon  its  justice  for  the  result. 

Capt*  Smith  was  then  called  by  the  Court,  and  asked  several  questions. 
He  said,  that  during  the  action  they  could  spring  the  ship  as  much  as  was 
wwitad ;  and  tbal  though  the  jitia  silenced  the  fire  of  her  opponent,  an  80 
g«a  skip,  in  ooe  hour,  and  the  Genoa  was  engaged  with  her  opponent  for 
|brar>baiirs  and  a  Half  or  four  hours,  before  she  was  silenced,  the  reason, 
in  hit  opinion,  for  the  different  effects  of  their  fire  was,  that  he  believed  the 
Atia*s  op|iooeat*s  orsw  bad  joioed  the  Genoa's  opponent’s  ship,  and 
Imgbi  mi»  ficNr  sba  never  struck,  (hough  she  was  a  perfect  wreck.  This 
igM  ihe  only  way  he  eould  account  for  her  obstinacy.  The  Asia  had  32 
pounders  (hronghout,  while  ihe  guns  of  the  Genoa  were  less,  and  those  of 
her  opponent  were  heavier.  The  Genoa  never  totally  ceased  firing  during 
the  astioQ*  though  (heir  opponent  stopped  at  frequent  intervals. 

John  SaUkiU,  Boats  wain  of  the  Genoa,  testified  that  the  repairs  of  the 
skip  were  began  tbo  night  of  the  battle ;  every  possible  exertion  was  made 
(o  refit  (bn  Tosad,  aod  mott  work  eouM  not  have  been  done.  Ho  had  been 
S8  years  at  sea* 

'  At  half  past  one,  the  Court  was  cleared  for  an  hour.  On  the  re-admis- 
•ion  of  strangers,  tImJunoo  Advocatu  read  a  letter  from  Sir  E.  Codrington, 
daNQlag  tho  right  to  oxaminc  Captains  Curuon  and  Baynes,  and  his  Secre- 
IsnFfMs  Dyer,  regardiag  aomo  asserted  contradictions  in  his  (tbe 
Vicf^dmurd’e)  svkieoee.  The  Judob  Aotocatb  then  said,  the  Court 
bad  QSBsidered  tbs  rsquest,  but  was  of  opinion  tbst  it  was  not  necessary  to 
oomuliy  with  it*

— That  the  retort  sadv 
by  Captain  Dickinson,  ^  (hat  Captain  Bathurst  was  killed  ia  aeiiit, 
knowing  that  he  did  not  die  until  many  hours  after  the  battle  wasom,” 
was  made  without  the  slighest  appearance  of  any  improper  molirc.— That 
the  charge,  stating  tliat  the  Genoa  continued  firing  after  the  battle  wu 
over,  at  the  risk,  and  to  the  probable  injury  of  the  Allied  ships,  antil  hailed 
from  the  Asia  to  cease,**  is  vexatious. — ^That  the  letter  presented  by  Gift.

a  knowledge  of  the  mechanical  pari  of  his  art;  perhaps  he  applies  uh 
talent  to  noble  purposes,  and  he  deservedly  gains  the  applause  of  those 
who  are  able  to  appreciate  the  difficulty  and  success  of  his  performiiirc. 
lie  has  then  takeu  the  first  step  to  the  temple  of  fame  as  ao  iinit&*a 
of  nature.  If  he  says  to  hiinseif,  ^  1  have  now  succeeded — I  can  notrdo 
anything,’*  he  flatters  himself  with  a  truth  that  may  blind  his  perceptioi 
and  unnerve  liis  execution.

TCaptam  DiCRivsoa’s  acquittal  has  equally  fulfilled  the  general 
expectation  aod  gratified  tte  popular  wish;  and  considering  the 
CVtdcnte,  it  seems  a  proper  conclusion ;  but  the  question  still  un- 
jQla^pity  Riites,  whether  the  circumstances  of  this  trial  hare  allowed  of 
me  completest  investigation.  The  Court  was  manifestly  unfavourably 
msposed  towards  Admiral  Codrincton,  and,  as  regards  the  substan¬ 
tiation  of  his  charges,  he  stood  on  disadvantageous  ground,  and 
laboured  under  every  kind  of  embarrassment  and  difficulty  that  could 
belong  to  his  position.  Had  he  been  prosecutor,  he  would  certainly 
have  had  better  opportunities  of  pushing  his  accusations  home  upon 
the  points  supposed  by  him  to  lead  to  the  manifestation  of  the 
truth. — The  Admiral  appears  to  be  a  man  of  irascible  temper,  and  of 
that  confusion  of  mind  which  generally  accompanies  such  a  tempera¬ 
ment.

Parltambtvtart  Reform.-— The  desire  for  reform  is  manifestly  on  the 
Increase.  A  meeting  of  the  friends  of  radical  reform  was  held  on  Mon¬ 
day  at  Oldham,  to  take  into  consideration  tlie  primary  cause  of  the  pre¬ 
sent  distress,  and  to  determine  on  the  propriety  of  corresponding  with 
the  society  in  London,  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  a  reform  in  the  Com¬ 
mons  House  of  Parliament.  Mr  John  Knight  was  in  the  Chair.  He 
addressed  the  meeting,  listing  its  object  $  and  forcible  speeches  were 
made  by  Messrs  Camperdown,  Fillon,  and  others.— Eleven  Resolutions 
were  put,  the  substance  of  which  was,  that  in  the  opinion  of  the  meeting, 
poverty  and  the  want  of  the  common  necessaries  of  life  were  then  more 
mltthan  at  any  former  period.  Among  the  causes  to  which  they  attri¬ 
buted  the  distreu  of  the  country,  were  the  vast  increase  of  crime,  the 
defective  aUta  of  the  House  of  Commons,  the  rotten-borough  system,*^  an 
overgrown  Church  Establishment,  which  draws  more  from  a  starving 
people  than  is  received  by  all  the  Christian  Churches  in  the  world 
Desujie/*  the  wars,  which  had  had  entailed  millions  of  debt,  excessive 
taxation,  the  currency;  and  as  a  remedy  for  these  evils,  the  resolutions 
proposed  a  free  and  equal  election  of  Members  of  the  House  of  Commons, 
On  the  prineiplea  of  universal  suffrage,  annual  Parliaments,  and  election 
by  btdlott  and  especkiHy  to  call  on  the  Legislature  immediately  to  adopt 
ati  equitablo  Adjustment  of  all  pecuniary  engagements.  **  That  taxes  be 
Tiducedas  soon  as  possible  to  the  least  possible  amount,  by  annulling  all 
uaaleM  places  and  unmerited  pensions ;  that  the  army  reduced  within 
Its  oOnatitutlonal  limits ;  and  the  whole  of  the  public  expenditure  be 
etononiised,  that  the  governor  and  the  governed  may  again  live  in  har¬ 
mony,  and  not  in  enmity  ;  then  and  not  till  then  can  the  people  revive, 
and  we  become  a  happy,  a  great,  and  an  independent  nation.'^  The  last 
rasolntioa  was  to  the  rollowing  effect  t— **  That  until  all  these  things  be 
fully  aocompUshed,  this  meeting  deems  it  to  be  the  imperious  duty  of  the 
inhabitants  of  all  oillea,  towns,  and  villages,  to  hold  frequent  meetings 
fbr  the  parpoaa  of  investigating  and  discussing  these  important  matters, 
on  the  accomplishment  oT  which  so  much  of  their  future  peace  and  hap- 
pbitss  depend.**"— The  resolutions  having  been  agreed  to,  the  meeting 
adjourned. 

A  QioANne  Steam- Boat.— Hague,  Sept.  10. — ^The  curiosity  of  the 
inhsbitants  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Mass  has  been  excited  by  the  departure 
from  that  river  on  Monday  of  the  MfonsUr  steam-boat,  which  will  no 
doubt  soon  make  her  appearance  in  aome  of  your  English  hsrbours.

Select  Vestry  Poisoned. — On  Friday  the  11th  instant,  the  Select 
Vestry  of  Tottington  Lower  End,  near  Bury,  dined  together  at  the  loo. 
Fourteen  gentlemen,  with  the  two  Overseers,  were  present.  Shortly  after 
dinner,  Mr  Booth,  a  bleacher,  complained  of  sickness,  and  left  the  room 
— a  second,  third,  and  fourth  soon  followed,  complaining  also  of  sickneM, 
and  in  less  than  an  hour,  all  the  party,  save  one,  whohad  sesreely  eaten 
anything,  having  been  previously  ill,  had  left  the  room.  Mr  Booth  weat 
home;  a  surgeon  was  sent  for,  but  in  vaio,  for  his  patient  lingered  (ill 
Sunday  noon, and  then  died.  All  the  others,  but  the  one  mentioned, 
were  seized  in  the  same  way  as  Mr  Booth  had  been,  with  violent  sickDeii 
and  vomiting.  The  landlady,twoof  her  children,  several  of  the  servanti, 
and  two  children  of  a  weaver,  all  of  whom  had  partaken,  more  or  lew  of 
a  plum-pudding  served  at  the  dinner,  were  also  seized  in  the  same  way ; 
but  to  none  of  them  has  it  proved  fatal.— Tfie  plum*pudding  had  been  all 
eaten ;  but  in  the  cloth  in  which  it  had  been  boiled,  small  pieces  of  it  were 
found,  in  which  they  delected  the  presence  of  arsenic.  T^e  water  in 
which  it  had  been  boiled  was  also  strongly  impregnated  with  the  same 
poison.  On  Wednesday  an  Inquest  was  held.  Three  surgeons  deposed 
to  having  opened  the  body  of  Mr  Booth,  and  to  finding  arsenic  in  the 
stomach  ;  to  having  analysed  the  water  and  the  fragrnents  of  pudding  oo 
the  bag,  and  having  found  them  also  impregnated  with  arsenic*  Coop, 
the  Overseer,  and  some  others,  were  so  unwell  as  to  be  unable  to  ****•• 
the  Inquest;  and  there  being  not  the  slightest  evidence  to  show  how  tba 
arsenic  came  there,  the  Coroner  adjourned  the  Inquest.

Negli¬ 
gent^  of  thHt  description  Is  but  too  common  ;  and  of  the  many  injurious 
artd  even  fatal  aceidenta  which  occur  in  this  way,  we  believe  not  one  IihIT 
reaches  the  public  ear,  “  Whoiha»  knows  much  of  pharmacy  (observes 
Mr  Alcock,  in  his  Essay  on  tlie  Education  and  Duties  of  the  General 
Practitioner  in  Medicine  and  Surgery)  has  not  been  shocked  to  observe  » 
ccunter  loaded,  from  one  end  to  the  other,  with  medicines  in  an  uuh- 
nlshed  staff,  without  a  sinjl'e  label  affixed  to  any  of  them?  No  person 
who  Has  any  regard  to  tlie  welfare  of  his  patients  can  tolerate  such  a 
plan,  which  renders  mistake  almost  lnevital>le.'*-^Mr  Alcock  gives  a 
striking  instance  of  the  fatal  consequences  arising  from  culpable  negli- 
peace  t—^‘  A  youth  (he**iays)  compounded  a  medicine  containing  laiida- 
niHii,adose  of  which  was  to  be  administered  at  short  intervals.  The 
fflFbcts  succeeding  the  taking  of  the  medicine  alarmed  the  friends,  and 
the  practitioner  was  sent  for  during  the  night.  Without  enquiry,  the 
practitioner  answered  from  his  window,  de'>iring  the  medicine  to  beconti- 
i)ited-«4hat  he  was  sure  it  would  relieve  the  patient.  Witeu  the  patient 
was  visited  in  >tlie  morning,  he  was  dying;  he  had  laboured  under  a 
train  ofsymploms  which  it  was  well  known  that  excess  of  opium  pro- 
daces.  The  farce  of  railing  in  a  physician  was  then  performed,  and  the 
matte#  wa«  hu»hed  hy  a  statement  that  the  patient  had  died  of  afmplexy ! 
Alt' intelligent  student,  who  well  knew  the  negligent  habits  which  pre- 
vaHed  In  the  dispensary  in  which  the  medicine  was  prepared,  learned

We  had  just  concluded  this  paragraph,  when  we  saw,  ia  the 
Mitrning  Chronicle  of  Eridny,  the  follow iug  uddiiioual  proofs  of  the 
highly  cnipable  negligence  complained  of C^relessiie's  of  Medical 
IV^te,— ^A  Curious  coincidence  occurred  in  the  ca^e  of  Mrs  Ehillips,  of 
Finchley,  who  was  buried  a*  Lewisliam  on  Friday.  Mr  Dunn,  the  under¬ 
take#,  of  the  Dover  road,  who  conducted  the  funeral  of  the  uuforluiiale 
lady,  narrowly  escaped  death  on  the  same  day  on  w  hich  she  died.  He 
aoM  to  a  chemist's  shop  for  an  ounce  and  a  half  of  decoction  of  senna, 
and  eeesdved  that  quantity  of  laudanum,  the  whole  of  which  he  took 
bnfoea  t ha  mistake  was  disi  overed  ;  but  by  prompt  medical  aid  his  life 
wnaanvad,  and  last  Friday  he  was  but  just  able  to  attend  Mrs  Phillips's 
funeral.

PerleL  The  prosecutrix,  a  girl  of  reputable  appearance,  about  N  Of 
S3  years  of  age,  of  a  sallow  complexion,  and  with  a  east  in  her  eye,  atlt^ 
that  on  the  24ih  of  August  she  was  proceeding  along  the  New  road,  wke^* 
■ho  was  accosted  by  the  prisoner.  He  asked  her  where  she  was  going, 
and  she  told  him,  promising  at  the  same  time  to  meet  him  on  her  reloro* 
This  she  did.  He  then  invited  her  to  accompany  him  to  a  puhUo  heust. 
She  at  length  consented,  upoo  which  he  took  her  to  the  Little  Cannefi,  in 
Upper  Norton  street.  They  hnd  beef  steaks,  ale,  and  a  glass  of  gtif 
and  water,  of  all  of  which  she  partook.  The  prisoner  hearing  her  watch 
tick,  observed  to  her  that  she  had  a  w  atch.  She  took  it  from  her  poektU 
and  snki,  ^  Ves,  I  have  a  watch,  and  neither  yon  nor  any  other  man  shall 
ever  get  it  from  me.’*  The  wntch  was  secured  by  a  piece  of  tape  round 
her  waist.  Shortly  afterwards  the  prisoner  went  away  without  wishing 
her  good  bye  ;  as  soon  as  he  was  gone,  she  missed  her  watch. — On  her 
cross-examinution,  she  said  she  was  not  in  the  least  intoxicated,  and 
that  the  prisoner  took  no  other  lilmriies  with  her,  than  piiliiitg  his  arm 
once  round  her  waist. — Mr  Auui.piii  s  :  Do  you  mean  to  slate,  upon  your 
oath,  the  soldier  did  not  kiss  you  ? — Witness:  Oli,  yes,  he  kissed  me.— 
Mr  Ai^olpiihs  :  What,  then  !  ihst  with  you  passed  for  nothing.  (Laughs 
ter,)  Did  lie  kiss  you  once  or  forty  times  ?— Witness ;  Only  once.— -Mr 
Adolphus:  When  you  s.iy  once,  do  you  mean  to  say  that  once  lastetl  alf 
the  time  you  were  there  ?  (' Laughter) — Witness  ;  No  ;  not  all  the  lime, 

certainly. — ^Ir  Adolpih's  :  Did  he  not  lake  other  liberties  with  you,  aud 
give  you  a  shilling  ? — Witness  :  He  did  not. 

The  landlord  proved  that  the  prosecutrix  and  the  priaoner  wrere  drinking 
on  the  day  in  question,  and  the  prisoner  left  his  house  rather  sudden!^ 
about  seven  o'clock,  saying  he  was  obliged  to  be  at  barracks  immediately^ 
He  understood,  however,  that  he  did  not  return  to  his  barracks  before  ten 
o’clock  that  night.  The  prosecutrix  was  certainly  the  worse  for  liquor. 

On  the  part  of  the  prisoner,  a  corporal  and  one  or  two  privates  who  saw 
the  prosecutrix  on  tlie  night  in  question,  swore  that  she  was  so  drunk  that 
■he  was  obliged  to  hold  bv  the  table  to  keep  herself  steady.  The  barmaid 
of  the  Goat  and  Compasses  swore  that  she  was  drinking  at  that  house,  on 
the  above  day,  with  a  soldier.  Quarter-master  Miller  proved  that  sho 
gave  him  a  false  adtiress,  which  slie  wrote  down  on  a  pieec  of  paper  for 
him.  The  prisoner  hnd  been  ten  years  and  a  half  in  the  regiment,  and  had 
always  borne  an  excellent  ehnraoier. — Capt.  Fulleney,  senior  lieutensat,* 
said  that  no  man  in  the  regiment  bore  a  heller  clin racier.— Tbs  Jury 
immediately  returned  a  verdict  of  Not  Gai7/y.— The  Frosecuirix  applied 
for  her  expenses. — The  Comuu.n  Skrjkant  :  1  don’t  kuow  what  lo  say  lo 
that  — Mr  AlJernian  Vbnablbs  siiggestid  lo  leave  it  to  the  Jury  lo  say  if 
she  ought  to  hove  her  expenses.— The  Common  Hkiubant  :  What  do  yott 
say,  gentlemen  ?

Forgery. — On  Wednesday,  R,  lluhand  Jones^  Thoi.  Maynard^  axA 
Joseph  fVest^  were  indictcKi  for  forging  and  uileriug  a  coi:nlera*il  warranl 
or  order,  upon  the  Receiver-General,  for  the  paynieiitof  1973/.  purporting  to 
be  signed  hy  the  ComtroUer-Qenerul  of  the  Customs.  'J'lia  ArvoiiNav* 
Gbnkral  staled,  that  the  order  purfiorted  to  come  from  Powey,  and  waa 
dated  the  I3th  of  April  18*20.  It  was  produced  at  the  olfico  of  lb# 
Receiver-General,  with  the  receipt  in  due  form.  The  party  prasentiag  U 
put  his  name  upon  it.  It  is  custoiiiHry,  when  any  of  these  ordars  aw 
presented,  for  the  clerk  to  ask  from  what  banker  they  are  brought,  il  beigg 
considered  that  the  names  then  attached  are  the  agents  to  ihe  country 
bankers.  In  this  instance  the  imrson  wrote  ♦*  Thus.  Maynard,  for  8,  Hmitk 
and  Co.,*'  writh  the  address  ;  an  order  or  check  was  consequently  mads  oat 
on  ihe  Bank  of  England  for  the  payrnsnt  of  the  amount  of  1,0731.  Tbii 
order  was  carried  iminerliately  lo  the  Bank  hy  two  |M*rsons,  who  asked  Cor 
the  1,070/.  in  notes,  and  3/.  in  gold.  An  order  was  then  given,  as  is  tbf 
custom,  hy  one  of  the  tellers  to  the  cashiers,  for  the  payineiil  lobe  made  at 
asked  for,  and  the  party  received  two  of  500/.  each,  nine  of  100/.,  a  50/., 
and  four  5/.  notes,  and  three  sovereigns.  In  about  a  quarter  of  aa  boar 
after  the  money  hnd  been  paid,  a  person  went  to  the  Bank,  and  presented 
some  of  the  notes  for  gold,  w  bich  he  got.  The  iiumbors  of  Ihe  notes  had 
been  taken  by  the  clerk  in  the  Bank,  U  was  therefore  known  that  ihest 
notes  had  been  shortly  before  issued.  In  the  course  of  the  same  day  th# 
forgery  was  discovered  by  one  of  the  clerks  at  the  Cuftoin  House,  who,  oa 
examining  il,  begso  to  entertain  some  suspicions,  and  anon  a  minute  enutod* 
nation,  it  was  found  that  no  entry  had  been  made  of  the  warrant.  Thar# 
were  two  clerks  in  the  Seenstary’s  offioe,  who  put  their  signature  lo  kbeaa 
W'arrants,  as  a  proof  that  they  had  been  exami'oed.  Thofe  gentietoeu  WtW 
named  Charles  Williams,  and  8.  B.  Harrison.  Now  it  so  liamieoed,  tbat 


sfgncdfor  him  nil  warrants  which  were  drawn  up  subsequent  to  that  tliaa.  f| 
wosa  rcinarkahh*  fact  that  this  warranlandrecoijit  were  in  every  ref  neat  coai 
fortnable  with  the  usual  form ;  and  il  of  course  followed  liiat  the  party 
knew  of  the  indisposition  and  absence  of  Mr  Harrison,  and  that  Mr  Wilnamg 
acted  for  him.  TTie  prisoners  were  well  known  to  each  other.  Waat  awd 
Maynard  had  both  been  schoolmastcre,  and  lotted  togelhnr;  Jouet  waatl 
clerk  in  the  Custom  ilonse;  nod  it  so  happeoeef  tbat  be  bad  been  in  fbn 
Secretary's,  as  well  as  the  ComptrolItT  t  oAoa,  and  waa  in  the  daily  per* 
formanee  of  hit  duty,  at  the  date  this  crime  was  eommitled.  Jaata  waa 
acquainted  with  the  other  priaoners.  On  iho  0th  of  May,  a  5/.  oola  waa 
diarovered,  one  of  those  wbiob  had  baao  given  ia  enrbaage  for  the  warraal, 
and  after  great  difficafi v  was  iraee«t  to  a  woman  named  Jtnofnge,  wig 
lived  with  Maynard.  Jones  had  been  in  the  greaMJmUam  op  to 
in  the  preeant  year,  bating  a  nafary  of  bat  OOi.  per  annnai,  when  bef«|s 
dealy  appeared  to  b#  posersntd  td  a  coaelderalAe  sum  of  laoaop.

incessant  heavy  rain  which  fell  during  the  preceding  f 4  hours.  ’0x8 
Rocket  poaf-coach,  which  leavet  Birmingham  aome  hours  afbr  the  rftlflfr 
■rrived  about  noon^  bringing  the  account  of  the  melancholy  drsRster;  Of 
which  the  following  particulars  have  been  communicated  t—fn  thep^sff 
of  Smallwood,  about  three  miles  on  this  aids  of  Lawtott*gat^,  OheShflh^ 
the  road  crosses  a  hollow  by  a  small  bridge,  called  Small  Wood' hridj^e, 
under  which  passes  a  narrow  bat  somewhat  ra^d  stream.  When  thh 
mail.reach  arrived  at  this  spot,  it  was  found  that  the  etfeatn,swn?lea  by 
the  rains,  hid  flooded  the  road, and,  the  waters  continuing  to  rise  Vtfly 
fast,  washed  sway  the  bridra  at  the  moment  when  the  coach  was  erbsaihg,' 
which  was  therel^  precipttafed  into  the  stream.  The  coachman  (Ball) 
falling  from  his  Seat,  after  much  difficulty,  and  having  sustahied  very 
considerable  injury  from  the  kicks  of  the  affrighted  horses,  succeeded  fit 
reaching  the  opposite  bank.  The  guard  (T.  Moreton)  was  carried  down 
by  the  impetuosity  of  the  stream  a  conatderable  distance.  At  length  ho 
caught  hold  of  a  tree,  on  which  he  hung  for  about  an  hour,  when  a  repo 
was  thrown  to  him,  and  he  was  rescued  almost  as  much  dead  as  alive. 
Of  the  horses, one  was  drowned, and  two  others  have  been  much  injured. 
There  were  but  three  passengers,  and  those  were  Insiile,  of  wliom  one,  a 
slight  made  active  young  man,  forcing  himself  through  the  window  of 
the  coach,  was  extricated  from  his  perilous  situation:  the  other  two,  being 
too  Ittsiy  to  pa«s  througn  the  spertnre,  perished  ere  the  utmost  efforts  for 
their  relief  could  svail  them.  The  b^y  of  one  of  them  was  found  in  tlie 
coach  when  the  tatter  was  got  out  of  the  water.  Thefr  names,  as  entered 
in  the  way-bill,  are  Tmemon  and  Bemteti  t  the  latter  was  a  raeident  of 
Liverpool.  The  coach,  with  all  the  mai^-bags,  percale,  and  luggage, 
remained  under  water  until  the  anhsiding  of  the  waters  admitteciof  ita 
being  recovered.  This  waa  effected  In  the  course  of  Friday  forenoon, 
and  the  guard  reached  the  Liverpool  Post-office,  with  the  letter-bag,  in 
the  afternoon.— L/eerpoof  yfMfon, 

At  present,  a  main  tfewer  Is  building’ through  the  centre  of  the  Kio|^ 
land  road,  and  on  one  tide  sufficient  space  is  left  clear  to  admit  of  the 
passage  of  one  vehicle.  Saturday  week,  in  the  evening,  at  one  of  the 
stages  was  proceeding  with  three  inside  and  four  outside  paseeugera, one 
of  the  latter  of  whom  was  a  Indy,  the  fore  feet  of  the  off-horsegol  into  the 
excavation,  and  he  fell  sideways  against  a  railing,  erected  to  prevent 
accidents.

This  oaost  inevitably  miiet 
have  been  the  case,  had  not  the  harness  given  way  so  soon  with  the 
horses,  ss  the  exertions  of  the  animals  no  doubt  would  have  oaiaaed  Hi# 
upsetting  of  the  coach,  and  the  lives  of  the  paasengers  must  hava  been  tW 
sacrifice ;  as  it  was,  however,  they  were  removed  from  their  periloua 
situation  without  any  injury  except  (hat  occasioned  by  the  fright.  ’I’ho 
first  horse  that  fell  happeiting  to  land  on  the  part  of  the  sewer  that  waa 
built,  walked  along  it,  a  distance  of  nearly  150  feel,  100  of  wbieli  waa 
arched  in,  and  in  coming  to  an  ot)«ning,  a  tamporary  landing  plaoa  wan 
made  by  throwing  earth  in  a  slo|>ing  direction,  and  he  wae  laoded  and 
found  to  be  much  injured.  The  second  horsa  appeare  lo  hava  fallea  into 
what  is  called  a  well,  in  advance  of  the  brick-work,  where,  aflat  attug^ 
gling  for  some  time,  it  died.

Tha  immediate  cMse 
of  the  melancholy  event  seems  (o  have  been  a  bad  debt,  inaignifleant  in 
itself  as  compared  with  the  resooroes  of  the  house,  but  whiob  the  gentle* 
man  in  question  could  not  avoid  ascribing  to  hia  own  wank  of  caationi 
and  it  preyed  on  his  mind,  consequently,  wiilisc^nMich  foroe,  that  ii  led 
to  the  catastrophe  above  deecribed.  Uis  frieoxls  bad  observed  tha  effenk 
that  wae  taking  plaoe  upon  him  f  but  as  some  time  iind  olapstsd,  ibay 
were  in  hopes  that  nothing  was  (o  be  (itired  for  bis  rvason.  He  had 
anjoyed  the  diversion  of  shooting  the  day  before,  and  appeared  to  be  in 
good  spirilii  but  on  Monday  afternoon,  about  two  o’clock,  he  retired  i^to 
bis  garden,  end  blew  out  hie  braine  wilh  a  pistol.  Previoasly  to  hie 
becoming  a  partner  in  tha  banking-house  he  h^  been  in  the  ohujeh,  bnt 
was  possessed  of  independent  property,  and  is  l>elieved  to  have  died  vary 
rich.
